6. Employment of experts to han­ 
dle the business. 
7. Standardization and grading. 
X. Democratic control or one man 
one vote principle.

Reference was made to 
tin* great benefit derived from the 
tariff protection, freight rate reduc­ 
tion and oil outlet for which the As­ 
sociation is prim arily responsible.

His candidacy has gone to such

This will not only show the progress 
of sunflower seed production in this 
section, but it w ill show that it is an 
ideal location for poultry raising be­ 
cause it is in tin midst 
of splendid 
markets and abundance 
of the very 
best of poultry feed. 
Another portion of the film, which 
was taken on this trip, shows 
two 
fast passenger trains passing on 
a 
doable 
track 
stretch 
of railroad, 
which will be used in illustrating the 
transportation 
facilities 
of South­ 
east Missouri. 
Another scene taken 
on this trip 
hows cotton, corn and wheat in the 
same field. 
A view was taken of the Southeast 
Missouri Teachers College at t ape 
Girardeau, which will be used in con­ 
nection with showing the education­ 
al advantages of Southeast Missou­ 


ri. 
A fine shot was made of clearing, 
and burning brush 
which 
will 
il­ 
lustrate a portion of the process of 
the development of the farm lands. 
Another trip into the

1st ot August, 
which will include the filming of the j 
third cutting of alfalfa, more live­ 
stock and other stages of crop 
de­ 
velopments.

al relations of the Illinois 
Bankers’ 
Association. 
"Much has been said”, the report 
stated, "regarding the credit of the 
farm er and to what extent the bank­ 
er should extend credit and what can

farmer on a better 
financial basis 
for the proper transaction

“ We find upon investigation and 
close contact with

Bank­ 
er-. during the inflated period when

prices were out of reason,

This, in our opinion, contrib­ 
uted more to the present condition of 
the farmer than any other thing. 
"A banker should not extend cred­

1. Bids will be received for fur­ 
nishing 
cement 
required 
by 
the 
State for road purposes for the year 
1924, for the next three years, or 
for the next five years. 
2. Bids will be received for con­ 
struction of one 
or 
more 
cement 
plants to be operated, when complet­ 
ed. by the State; the Highway Com­ 
mission to furnish 50 per cent of the 
money required to construct the* plant 
or plants after the awarding of the 
contract. 
3. Bids will be received for pur­ 
chasing a cement plant either within 
or without the State; the plant to 
be operated by the State, through the 
Highway Commission, after it is re­ 
quired. 
"There isn’t a chance to make a 
big cut in the cost of cement with the 
price of coal as at present,” Theo­ 
dore Gary, chairman of the Commis­ 
sion, said. 
"What we hope to do is 
to obtain the cement needed by the 
State in the cheapest way possible. 
For that reason we have put forth 
the three alternative plans. 
If ce­ 
ment manufacturers make their bids 
sufficiently low so as to render con­ 
struction or 
purchase of a 
State 
plant advisable, our purpose has been 
accomplished.” 
Chairman Gary denied statements 
which 
have 
been repeatedly made 
throughout the State that the com­ 
mission is fighting the cement man­ 
ufacturers. 
"Such is far from the 
truth,” he said 
“What we are seek­ 
ing to do is to impress upon the man­ 
ufacturers that because of our large 
requirements we are entitled to re­ 
cognition as jobbers in the cement

and

entitled to jobbers’ 
prices.” 
He would not state what price he 
believes the State should pay for ce­ 
ment, hut did deny that is is expec­

A careful study of the effect of 
prohibition laws on business has been 
made by the Philadelphia correspon­ 
dent of The Daily News Record of 
New York. 
He finds in this great 
city and important business center 
a sharp division of opinion between 
those who consider it a help and 
those who can find absolutely no ef­ 
fect at all. 
Bwt he does find it true 
that none “among a group of execu­ 
tives in the department store and 
credit store field, traveling salesmen, 
wholesalers, those who are engaged 
ip retail credit Work and who inves­ 
tigate the reputation of thousands of 
individuals in all walks of life and 
their methods of meeting obligations, 
those who live by making small loans 
to families in need, taking a mort­ 
gage on their household effects as 
security, and rent collectors, say bus­ 
iness has suffered in any way as a 
lesult of the effects of the dry law.’’ 
Taking first the ideas of those who 
find an actual benefit from Prohibi­ 
tion, we read: 
“The 
first 
group 
contends 
that 
since the Volstead Act became a law 
people are spending money th a t for­ 
merly went for booze, in the clothing, 
furnishings and furniture stores, that 
they are dressing and living better 
because they have more money for 
wearing apparel and household arti­ 
cles, and that Prohibition has, there­ 
fore. tended to improve business in 
the clothing and textile lines. 
They 
say this is more especially true of the 
poorer classes, and also applies to a 
certain extent to the 
middle 
class. 
In the pre-prohibition period, it is 
contended, many of the poorer peo­ 
ple spent their last cent for rum and 
wont in rags. 
The middle class, it is 
said, could usually spend a part of 
its 
income 
for 
drinks 
and 
have 
enough left to supply its actual re­ 
quirements, 
whereas, 
according 
to 
this view, they are now in a position 
to spend a larger part of their earn­ 
ings on personal or house adornment, 
so that moremoney is being diverted 
into clothing and house furnishings 
stores.’* 
In particular, there is a man who 
collects every month the rent from a 
number of families in cheap houses, 
renting from eleven dollars 
up 
be 
fore the war, and for about twice 
that now. 
This man says that when 
the saloon was in its prime it was 
often necessary t<> collect the eleven 
dollars in four weekly instalments. 
F urth er— 
“ In many’ instances 
the 
families 
that occupied them had little furni­ 
ture, and what they did possess was 
of the poorest character. A m attress 
on the tloor often served for both 
carpet and bed. 
Since the country 
went dry, he says, 
these 
families 
have improved their conditions m ate­ 
rially. Carpets now cover the floors. 
They have better furniture, phono­ 
graphs, and sometimes a piano. 
He 
is inclined to attribute this improve­ 
ment to the fact th a t the storekeep­ 
er is now getting w hat formerly 
n 
■- 
to the saloonkeeper, although higher 
wages may also be partly responsi­ 
ble.”

Prohibition negligible deny that peo­ 
ple have any more money to spend 
than they did before the days of the 
Eighteenth Amendment. 
“They de­ 
clare that ‘bootleg* costs five or six 
times as much as good whiskey did 
in the old days, and claim the coun­ 
try ’s annual bill for booze now far 
exceeds 
that 
formerly incurred for 
whiskey, beer and wines when the 
corner saloon flourished.” 
High rent 
is the big factor in keeping people 
from spending on other things, and 
“many people in 
moderate 
circum­ 
stances 
who 
were 
forced 
several 
years ago to buy homes at trem en­ 
dously inflated prices in order to have 
a place to live are beginning to find 
their homes a millstone around their 
necks.” 
And so, we are told, ‘‘the 
effort to meet payments on inflated 
real estate in order to save the initial 
investment, will tend to restrict buy­ 
ing and offset retail sales for a num­ 
ber of years to u greater extent than 
did the annual sums spent for alco­ 
holic 
beverages, 
according to those 
who complain of this condition.”—

Bankers’

farmer on a better 
financial basis 
for the proper transaction 
of busi­ 
ness. 
“We find upon investigation and 
close contact with

farm er that 
he is not suffering from the lack 
of 
credit, but for better means of liqui­ 
dating some of the obligations that 
he has 
already 
contracted. 
Bank­ 
er-, during the inflated period when 
money was plentiful and the farm ­ 
ers' prices were out of reason, 
a t­ 
tempted to capitalize the farm er and 
in th is manner allowed him to

credit. 
This, in our opinion, contrib­ 
uted more to the* present condition of 
t h e farmer than any other thing. 
“A banker should not extend cred­

B. F. F’iepmeier, chief engineeer, 
has prepared requests for bids on 
three proposals of the commission, 
which have been previously approv­ 
ed in principle, as is known. 
The 
proposals are: 
1. Bids will la* received for fu r­ 
nishing 
cement 
required 
by 
the 
State for road purposes for the year 
1924, for the next three years, or 
for the next five years. 
2. Bids will he received for con­ 
struction of one 
«>r 
more 
cement 
plants to Ik* operated, when complet­ 
ed. by the State; the Highway Com­ 
mission to furnish 51) per cent of the 
money required to construct the plant 
or plants after the awarding of the 
contract. 
3. Bids will he received for pur­ 
chasing a cement plant either within 
or without the State; the plant to 
be operated by the State, through the 
Highway Commission, after it is re­ 
quired. 
“There isn’t a chance to make a 
big cut in the cost of cement with the 
price of coal as at present,” Theo­ 
dore Gary, chairman of the Commis­ 
sion, said. 
“W hat we hope to do is 
to obtain the cement needed by the 
State in the cheapest way possible. 
For that reason we have put forth 
the three alternative plans. 
If ce­ 
ment manufacturers make their bids 
sufficiently low so as to render con­ 
struction or 
purchase of a 
State 
plant advisable, our purpose has been 
accomplished.” 
Chairman Gary denied statements 
which 
have 
been repeatedly made 
throughout the State that the com 
mission is lighting the cement man­ 
ufacturers. 
"Such is far from the 
truth,” he said 
“What we are seek­ 
ing to do is to impress upon the m an­ 
ufacturers that because of our large 
requirements we are entitled to re­ 
cognition as jobbers in the cement 
trade 
and 
are 
entitled to jobbers’ 
prices.” 
He would not state what price he 
believes the State should pay for ce­ 
ment, hut did deny that is is expec­ 
ted to force the price down to any­ 
thing like $1 a barrel, which was the 
price 
here 
some years ago. 
The 
present price is $2.05 a barrel, plus 
freight from Hannibal, which aver­ 
ages about 50 to 60 cents a barrel 
Engineer 
Piepmeier 
said 
cement 
m anufacturers are to he given an op­ 
portunity to hid either for one, three 
or five years because different manu 
facturers have different ideas on that 
subject. 
“One firm might Ik* willing 
to make an exceptionally good bid 
for the requirements for next year 
hut would be unwilling to tie itself 
up 
with 
a bid 
for 
three 
or five 
years”, he said. 
Speaking of the Missouri road pro 
gram generally, Chairman Gary said 
the Commission is having difficulty 
in educating the public to the fact 
that the roads cannot be immediate 
ly completed. 
“The original program called for 
completion of the system in 12 years 
he said. 
“The time now has been 
cut to eight years. 
Few' persons re 
alize what has actually been aceom 
plished. 
Missouri has a greater mile 
age of hardsurfaced highways than 
has Illinois, yet because they are not 
connected into continuous highways 
between certain points, as in Illinois, 
it is difficult to realize the progress 
made here.” 
The 
Commission 
authorized 
the 
chief 
engineer 
to contract for the 
construction before next winter of 5 
miles of concrete roadway between 
the St. Ixiuis County line and G ray’s 
Summit, in Franklin County, on the 
Manchester Road, provided contrac­ 
tors will accept the work at the Com­ 
mission's estimate of cost. 
Piep­ 
meier said that one hid received on 
the work was $12,000 above the esti­ 
mate. 
The estimates of the Commis­
